itably  result  in  an  immense  destruction  of 
property,  a  great  part  of  which  belongs  to 
Foreigners.  In  their  interests  and  in  behalf 
ol  those  whose  lives  are  imperilled  as  well, 
we  protest  against  the  further  prosecution 
of  this  intention.  The  fifing  of  Monday  ami 
Tuesday  was  caused  by  an  effort  to  transport 
troops  to  the  island,  and  the  consequences 
are  before  us.  Let  us  have  an  end  to  all 
these  unnecessary  recourses  which  serve 
only  to  destroy  the  lives  and  property  of 
non-combatants.  We  are  within  our  rights 
in  this  protest,  and  we  call  upon  the  foreign 
ministers  resident  here  lo  see  that  it  is  not 
disregarded.

The  delays  in  the  issue  of  our  hut  number, 
as  well  as  'the  diminished  force  of  our  print- 
ing "))'<"'<  ""h1'  ''  inconvenient  for  us  to 
issue  this  paper  last  week.  In  addition  to 
these  difficulties  the  managing  editor  had  the 
misfortune  to  fall  severely  ill  the  day  follow- 
ing our  last  number,  and  this  has  interfered 
greatly  with  the  preparation  of  this  number. 
We  must  ask  our  subscribers  to  be  indulgent 
with  these  irregularities.  A  teal  fighting 
revolution  and  a  severe  illness  are  either  of 
them  sufficient  excuse  for  unfinished  work, 
but  when  we  have  both  of  them  together  we 
feel  sure  that  no  one  will  deny  us  the  allow- 
ances asked. 


The  third  session  of  the  first  Congress  was 
closed  on  the  2sth  inst..  and  its   members, 
of  whose  patriotism  we  have  heard  so  much, 
are  hurrying  away  out  of  danger.     Unhap- 
pilj  lor  Brazil  tins  nominally  independent 
branch  of  the  government  has  distinguished 
itself  only  for  its  subserviency  10  the  execu- 
tive .     It  lias  voted  a   budget  whose    only 
function  now  is  to  fix   certain   taxes    and 
certain    ordinary   expenditures,  and  it   has 
sanctioned  all  lite  special  and  extraordinary 
credits  opened  by  the  executive  on  its  own 
responsibility.     'These  credits  rise  into   the 
millions  and   are  the   principal    source    ol 
financial    embarrassment    to  the   country. 
And  then   after  having  almost  unanimously 
voted    an'    inocuous     measure     regulating 
presidential  elections,  Congress  lias  covered 
itself  with  contempt  by  avoiding  a  vote  on 
lite  President's  veto  on  the  same,  the  mem- 
bers not  having  courage  to   maintain   their 
first  vote      Under  such  men  there  is,  in  our 
opinion,  no  possible  hope  for  this  country. 
It  is  not  necessary  that  this  branch  ol   gov- 
ernment should  be  captious  and  quarrel- 
some,  but  it  should  be  dignified,  patriotic 
and  independent.     It  should  enact  laws  lor 
the  whole  country,  and  it  should  insist  upon 
their  impartial  enforcement 


As  foreigners  it  is  certainly  not  within  our 
province  to  interfere  in  the  fratricidal  strug- 
gle   now  raging  in    this  capital,  bu   at  the 
same  time  it  must  be  remembered  that  to  -  | 
igners   have   rights  and   privileges    which 
can  not  be  ignored.      The  great  part  of  the 
wealth  and  business  activity  ol  tins  city  and 
port   are  in    the   hands   of  foreigners,  and 
Lo,,  their  shoulders  must  fall  the  burden 
0  loss  in  case  of  a  bombardment.    It  is  our 
privilege    and    duly,    then,   to   respect  nil 
pretest   against   any   and    every  act  which 
may  tend  to  bring  such  a  disaster  upon  is.

THE  NAVAL  REVOLT. 
Our  last  issue  closed  with  the  events  of 
the  t3.l1— the  bombardment  of  the  arsenal 
of  war      Much  has  been  said  by  unscrupu- 
lous partisans  to   make  this  appear  as  a 
wanton  attack  on  a  defenseless  city,  but  the 
facts  alford  conclusive  proof  that  the  bom- 
bardment of  the  city  was  neither  intended 
nor  attempted.     Some  shots  fired  at   the 
mistakenly-placed  battery   on   Castle  lull, 
went  wide  of  the  mark  and  fell  in  the  city. 
Others  aimed  at  the  arsenal  also  went   over 
and   landed  among  the    residences.     The 
loss  of  life  and  properly,  however,  was  com- 
paratively insignificant  as  far  as  we  arc  per- 
mitted to  know.      It  has  always  been    the 
custom  ol  the  authorities  in  this  country   to 
conceal  casualties,  and  lor  this  reason    we 
are  not  permitted  to  know   the   loss   ol   llie 
in   any    of   the   engagements    which    have 
occurred.    The  newspapers  have  also  been 
instructed  not  to  publish  news  ol  this  char- 
acter, and  it  is  therefore   only    the    isolated 
casualties  which  receive  comment. 

The   i+lh  passed  without  any  incident  of 
importance,  the  bombardment  of  the  aisenal 
not  being  renewed.     Many  of  the  insurgent 
vessels  returned  to  the  vicinity  ol   the  Ar- 
macao,  where  they  began  to  take  in  coal. 
Others  were  in  movement  during  the  day, 
while  the  Javary  remained  at  anchor  oft  the 
arsenal   in   front    of   Ilha    Fiscal,    and    the 
Aquidaban  in  the  channel  between  llha  das 
Cobras   and    the    Armarao.     A    lew   shots 
were  exchanged  toward  evening  but  without 
result.       Several     members     of    Congress 
offered  their  services  to  President  Flonano, 
and  resolutions  were  passed  at  a  joint  meet- 
in"  of  government  congressmen  deploring 
the  events  of  yesterday   and  pledging   their 
support  to  the  President.     New  intimations 
were  sent  to  some  of  the  daily   papers  not 
to  publish  alarming  news,  particularly  with 
respect  to  yesterday's  bombardment. 

The  15th  was  a  wet,  misty  day  ami  there 
was  but  little  movement  in   the  city.      As 
on  the  two  preceding  days  .he  majority   0 
the  principal  commercial  houses  remained 
closed      The  fleet  remained  al  anchor  as  on 
the   preceding  day,   except  the  Republic* 
which  moved  up  behind    Ilha  Mocanguc 
Rumors  were  industriously  circulated   that 
this  vessel  bad  been  badly  injured.     In  the 
afternoon    there    was    some    firing   at    the 
Armacao,  the  military  forces  there  appar- 
ently Irving  to  interfere  with   the  coaling 
The  Central  railway  was  still  heavily   taxed 
!  to  carry  away  the  refugees,  extra  trains  being 
required  for  that  purpose.     Great  credit   is 
due  to  the  management  of  that  line  for   the 
service  rendered  to  a  badly-frightened  popu- 
lation during  Ihese  three  days. 

The  161I1  showed  that  confidence  was 
arrain  returning.  There  was  no  business  ol 
importance  transacted,  but  more  business 
houses  were  open,  the  .streets  were  crowded 
vvitll  people  and  laborers  were  everywhere 
at  work  as  usual,  llie  fleet  remained 
quietly  al  anchor.  An  engineer  escaping 
from  one  of  the  ships  reported  all  on  bo  ,1 
,n  excellent  condition  and  that  none  of  the 
ehlns  suffered  damage  in  the  bombardment 
„  all,  By  an  order  published  10- 
l^dmiraiCus'todio  Jose  deMello  and 
the'oflicers  accompanying  him,  were  de- 
clared 10  be  deserters.  I  wo  military 
officers  were  also  included  in  this  proscrip- 
tion Various  rumors  were  111  circulation 
during  the  day  ol  impending  hostilities,. 

Al.Sut2a.ra.  on   the    171I1   heavy   ll.mg 
was  heard  al  Fort  Santa  Cruz,   the   purpose 
„(  which  was  not  apparent  owing  to  the  in- 
tense  darkness.     Later  advices   show    that 
.he   liepublica,    having   been    carelull) 
minted  black,   had   succeeded  in    running 
out  under  the  guns  of  Santa  Cruz,  not  being 
discovered  until  it  was  too  late.     A  l'ngoi 
ifica  steamer   following    was   compelled    I 
return.     At  davbreak  the  remaining  vessel, 
of  the  licet  weie  seen  lo   be  at   their  us.ua 
anchorages.      Much  curiosity  was  manifested 
a"  to  Ihe  whereabouts  of  the  Republic*,  but 
'the  reports  that  she  was  up  the    bay   some- 


where repairing  damages  seemed  to  be 
generally  believed.  A  large  number  ol 
retired  officers  were  called  in  to-day  to 
report  [or  duly. 

About  2  a.m.  on   the    tSth   heavy    firing 
was  again  heard  between  the  fleet  and  Santa 
Cruz,' which  lasted  for  over   half  all   hour. 
Il  was  evident  that  something  was  up,    but 
the  intense  blackness  of  the  night  prevented 
the    thousands  of  observers  oil  shore   seeing 
what  il  was  all   about.      Later,    aboil.    4:30 
a.m..     the    firing    was    heavier    than    ever. 
There  was  also  a  diversion  in  die  Gambita 
dining  the  early  morning,  where  the  launch 
Lucy  was    making  a   raid    alone'    shore. 
Although  at  daylight  the  principal  vessels 
ol  the  ilect  were  al  their  anchorages,  it  was 
soon  discovered  that  four  or  live  ol    them 
were  missing.     Reports   were  current   that 
the  Re'utblica,   a  torpedo-cruiser  and   two 
Frigoril'ica  steamers  hail  made  their  escape 
out  to  sea,  but  the  government  parly  denied 
this,  insisting  that  the  torpedo-cruiser  and 
two  steamers  had  been  sunk  in  the  attempt. 
The  /It/:  even  reported  that  the  wreckage 
had  appeared  on  the  beach,  and  that  the 
Republic*  had  been  badly  crippled.     It  is 
now  known  that  not  only  ditl  these  vessels 
go  out  safely,  but  that  llie  Aquidaban  con- 
voyed them  out,    shielding  them   from  the 
big  "tins  of  Santa  Cruz  ami  blinding  the 
gunners  with  her  search  light,  but  that  the 
second  firing  at  4:3°  »''ls  Jue  l°  lho  telunl 
ol'  the  Aquidaban,  which   passed  between 
Foils  Santa  Cruz  and  S.   Joao  without  a 
scratch.       L   was   certainly    a    courageous 
thin.,  to  do,  ami  proves  that  the   officers  111 
charge  of  the  licet  are  not  without  gallantry, 
evcii°if  their   gunners   are   mil   fust   class. 
There  was  considerable  activity  on  the  bay 
during  the  day,    ami  a  lighter  loaded   with 
men  from  Fort  Villegaignon  was  seized  by 
the  Aquidaban.     In  Congress  Deputy  N1I0 
Pccanha  offered  a  resolution  declaring  die 
insurgent  vessels  pirates  and  calling   upon 
foreign  naval  powers  to  seize  them  wherever 
found,  stipulating  however  that  Brazil  might 
reclaim    them    after   such  capture.     I  his 
resolution  was  very  properly  voted   down. 
There  was  considerable  excitement  through-  . 
out  the  city  during  the  day. 

On  .he  19th  the  city  was  calmer  and 
business  showed  some  signs  of  revival.  It  j 
wis  admitted  by  the  government  organs 
to-day  that  the  Rcpublica,  the  torpedo- 
cruiser  Marcilio  Dias,  ami  the  armed 
steamers  Pallas  ami  Marie  had  gone  out, 
and  reports  were  current  that  the  lupubhca 
had  appeared  at  Santos. 

On    the    20th    the   banks   and   business 
houses  were  all  open  and  the  streets  had 
resumed   their    usual    appearance.     I  here 
were  some  transactions  in  exchange,      lie 
street-car  travel,  however,  showed  that  the 
city  had  lost  a  considerable  percentage  of 
its  population.     The  fled  remained  quietly 
at  anchor  the  greater  part  of  the  day.     In 
obedience  to  the   demands  ol  the  govern- 
ment Admiral    Saldanba  da  Gatna   turned 
over    10    the    custom-house    inspector   the 
steam  launch   Audaz,    which    was  at  once 
lakcn  within  the  custom-house  basin.      1  Ins 
subseqiien.lv  proved  lo  because  of  a  serious 
conflict  over  the  uses  lo  which  tins  launch 
was    pill.

Definite    news    was    received   o 
die  appearance  ol  the  Republic*  ami  Lallas 
at    Santos,    and    contingents   ol   the  police 
force  were  at    once    sent    lo   Sao      auk.    ... 
reinforce  the  detachments  stationed  at  thai 
port. 

The  -211,1  was  a  day  full  oi  excitement. 
The  insurgents  succeeded  during  the  day  in 
capturing  fair  merchant  steamers  belonging 
to  national  companies,  which  Welti  al 
anchor  off  the  Gamboa  and  Sarnie  districts. 
\  considerable  quantity  of  provisions  lell 
into  their  hands  through  these  captures. 
About  3  Pi  a  heavy  firing  began  between 
Santa  Cruz  ami  the  Aquidaban,  Lrajam. 
and  Guauabaia  and  one  ol  the  torpedo- 
cruisers,  which  lasted  until  about  6.  It  is 
not  apparent  that  either  sale  stilleretl  any  pie 
jndice  from  the  firing,  owing  to  dm  extra.,,' 
dinarv  had  gunnery  displayed  One  si, 01 
however,  winch  was  apparently  hied  al  ill.
